2. Almost immediately after the governing council of the Asociacion had been elected and 
the Confederacion Cenerel del Trabajo (CGT) had been approved by Somoza as the 
offiolal national Jabor organization, the PSN Executive Committee ordered Pedro 
Turelos to go to Matagalpa, Nicaragua, to direct the organization of the labor 
movenent there. 


S- On 13 May the Board of Directors of the CGT and the Executive Committee of the 
Federacion de Obreros y Campesinos de Managua, a CGT affiliate, met to discuss 
plans for a labor congress to be held in Managua in June 1949. Domingo Var gas , 
Guillermo Suarez Rivas and Abel Garay, all PSN members, were requested to draw 
up the agenda.
